Arab Crisis 
Threatens 
To Explode 


Conference in Cairo 
Seethes With Bitterness 
Over Rebuff in Syria 


LONDON, June 4.—(UP)—The 
Levant crisis threatened to ex- 
plode again tonight as the Arab 
peoples, riding the strongest tide 
of nationalism in 20 years, opened 
a conference in Cairo and France 
seethed with bitterness over her 
rebuff in Syria. 

With the big powers apparently 
making little or no headway to- 
ward arrangements of a confer- 
ence to settle the dispute, devel- 
opments included: 

1. Delegates to the Cairo con- 
ference took the unanimous stand 
that France must withdraw en- 
tirely from the Levant. 

2. French foreign office sources 
charged that the British forces in 
Syria were permitting Syrian na- 
tionalists to carry out 
against French civilians and 
French-commanded Syrian troops 
in the wake of last week’s disor- 
ders. A dozen French civilians 
were said to have been killed. 

8- Reliable French: sources, ..ex- 
pressing fear of fighting between 
British and French troops in the 
Levant, said that practically the 
entire cabinet had lined up 
against Gen. De Gaulle’s policy in 
the Levant but had been unable 
to sway him. 

4. The three-week-old Iranian 
government of Premier Hakimis, 
shaken by events to the east, fell 
when it failed to receive a vote 
of confidence in parliament. 

5. Mahomed Ali Jinnah, pres- 
ident of the All-India Muslim 
League, urged that all foreign 
powers withdraw from Syria im- 
mediately and said that De Gaulle 
and his colleagues “should be 
tried like war criminals.” 

The Cairo conference of the 
Arab League opened with the 
reading of a message from King

Federal, State, County Officers 
Searching Okefenokee for Killers

WAYCROSS, Ga. June 4— 
Armed posses of federal, state and 
county officers are scouring the 
upper reaches of Okefenokee to- 
day in an effort to solve the mys- 
tery of the murder of two patrol- 
men of the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service—Bryant Crews, 
36, and Joe Martin, 40. Searching 
purties discovered their bodies 
about 15 miles from Waycross 
early yesterday. Ths two men had 
evidently been killed the previous 
day by heavy charges of buckshot. 

Walter Schaefer, chie: of the 
Waycross office of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, said late today 


he had no report of the result of 


the search. 

Agents from the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, working un- 
der the direction of D. K. Brown, 
in charge of the Savannah office, 
are directing the search. They are 
assisted by deputy sheriffs. in 
charge of Sheriff Erin Johnson, of 
Ware county, and by officers of 
the Ware county police force in 
charge of Chief Garland DeLoach. 

The government fish and wild- 
life refuge in the area comprises 
350,000 acres,.~which is about 90 
per cent of the Okefenokee swamp 
area in Georgia. Other parts of 
the swamp are in Florida. In all, 
the swamp takes in about 700,000 
acres. 


Crews came into the fish and 
wildlife service in 1940. In 1943 
Martin entered the service on a 
temporary basis. On Saturday, 
the day before he was killed, Mar- 
tin received his permanent ap- 
pointment in the service. Both 
Crews and Martin are local men 
and each of them has a large 
family. 

The two men, -according to 
Schaefer, went into the swamp 
early Saturday to investigate a 
fire on lot 393, near “Hopkins, in 
the northwest corner of the 
swamp. When they failed to re- 
turn at the usual time, their rela- 
tives and friends organized a 
searching party. 

Led by Luke Thrift, Martin’s 
brother-in-law, they finally dis- 
covered the body of Crews, rid- 
dled with buckshot. - Apparently 
the killer had fired a _ second 
charge into Crews as he lay pros- 
trate. 

Members of the searching party 
then returned here with Crews’ 
body and reported to Sheriff 
Johnson, who immediately noti- 
fied federal agencies, then gath- 
ered several deputies and went 
to the scene. A little later the 
searchers found Martin’s body 
about 100 yards from the scene 
of Crews’ death. Martin, appar- 


ently wounded by the first blast, 
i tried to crawl] into the bushes for 


safety, but was followed by the 
killer and shot to death. 

Members of the various law- 
enforcement agencies then began 
a systematic search of the swamp 
for an area of 30 miles surround- 
ing the death scene in hopes of 
finding some trace of the mur- 
derer. 

The scene of the murders was 
the Cane Creek section, near 
Boone lake. On account of the 
tangled underbrush, both Crews 
and Martin had to walk a good 
distance into the swamp in their 
efforts to check the report that 
poachers had caused the fire they 
were investigating. They left 
Martin’s home for this job about 
1 p: m. Saturday. 

James Silver, regional director 
of the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service, with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta, today attributed 
the murders in part at least to the 
leniency of various courts in dis- 
posing of poaching cases. For fla- 
grant violations of the law, Sil- 
ver said, courts fined the offend- 
ers only $5. This, he contended, 
did much to arouse a sentiment 
hostile to law enforcement in the 
swamp area.

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D-Day, One Year Later 


One year ago today Atlanta was still 
excited over the capture of Rome. The 
Atlanta Constitution had published a pic- 
ture of Mrs. Bogardus S. Cairns, of De- 
catur, whose ‘husband led the American 
tanks into the. Fascist capital. 


Political talk concerned some of the 
congressional races where the Republicans 
were hoping for gains. John Bricker and 
Thomas E. Dewey were feuding and ex- 
perts were trying to decide which would 
end up with the Republican nomination. 


Editorial writers were warning their 
readers that the fall of Rome, while grati- 
fying, was but a step. The invasion had 
to come. 


The weather was hot. In one of our 
hospitals a distinguished citizen; Ernest 
Woodruff, long ill, slipped into the long, 


last sleep. 8 


Nothing much was happening around 
the nation. 


But at 11:45 Atlanta time, one vear ago 
tonight, the Associated Press relayed a 
German radio report which said the Al- 
lied invasion of France had begun. Two 
more German radio stations followed, an- 
nouncing that warships were shelling Le- 
Harve and Normandy beaches. 


From the Allied side there was no word 
at all. But the Germans kept the air filled 
—paratroopers were dropping on. Nor- 
mandv—German batteries were repulsing 


landing craft—heavy bombers were bom- 
barding the French coast. Still there was 
no word. 


It was to be well into the next day be- 
fore.Gen. Dwight Eisenhower announced 
the landings had been successful... the 
great attack on “Fortress Europe” had be- 
gun and the initial crack had been made 
in the wall. 


It seems much less than a year ago. 
But, one year ago tonight—Atlanta time 
—the first news came. 


Today Germany has been shattered 
and defeated for weeks. The entire:Nazi 
empire, which once threatened to engulf 
an unprepared and desperate world, is in 
ruins, its leaders dead, captured_or in hid- 
ing, its citizens whining they were never 
really Nazis after all. 


In one short *yvear we have accom- 


plished a tremendous and magnificent job.

It ought to give us encouragement and 


strength and hope for the next year. 


There was a significant coincidence. 
One year ago today a new bomber—the 
B-29 made its first raid. A small squadron 
attacked Japanese forces in Thailand. The 
first B-29 raid on Tokyo was not to come 
for 10 more days. 


We have come far there, too. 


What may we expect of the next 12 


. months—or less? 


From Liabilities Into Assets 


It was a quarter century ago, in June 
of 1920, that congress passed legislation 
whereunder, for the first time, disabled 
and handicapped persons might be given 
vocational guidance and training which 
would enable them to become self-sustain- 
ing. 

Thus it is that the nation currently ob- 
served National Rehabilitation Week, a 
period during which President Truman 
has urged churches, civic organizations 
and public-spirited citizens to co-operate 
“to the end that handicapped men and 
women throughout the nation may be lo- 
cated and advised of the benefits to which 
they mav be entitled.” 


Here in Georgia the week is of special 
significance. This state has emphasized 
vocational rehabilitation increasingly with 


the result thaf only one state, California, 
last year reached more people with its 
program. 


During the last fiscal year 25771 Geor- 
gians were rehabilitated at a total cost of 
$301,718.11. These 2,771 Georgians, reha- 
bilitated at an average cost of $108.88, now 
have average annual earnings in excess of 
$1,750. In other words, through training, 
the average handicapped person not only 
has been removed, from public welfare 
rolls, but he is also enabled to earn, the 
first year, an income more than 16 times 
the cost of his rehabilitation. 


“t is, in short, a splendid program, one 
which enables us to take full advantage 
of our human resources. Georgia may be 
proud of its excellent record in enabling 
thousands of disabled persons to become 
assets instead of liabilities.

Irvin McDuffie helped the President 
with his bath, helped him dress, assisted 
him into bed and out. He knew the man 
no one else saw but him. 


He was a man who didn’t like haircuts 
because thev took up time; he rarely car- 
ried anv money with him and often had 
to borrow a dollar from Irvin McDuffie, 
but alwavs paid it back promptly. He 
liked to listen to folk songs. The singer 


he liked best was John Charlies Thomas, 
and the musician that pleased him most 
was Graham Washington Jackson, now a 
chief specialist in the Navy, with a fine 
citation for devotion to dutv. He liked 
Graham at the piano or with his accor- 
dion. He was & kind man who didn’t get 
upset over trifles. He liked to work with 
his stamp album and maps. And so on 
and on—a picture of a kindly man who 
always had the common touch, who could 
walk with kings and borrow a dollar from 
his valet. 


Summing it all up, Irvin McDuffie said, 
thoughtfully: 


“There never was a nicer man.” 

Reading the story, one nods one’s head 
at the conclusion. We knew it all along, 
but it is nice to hear it from Irvin Mc- 
Duffie who knew him at hours when no 
one else did.

The Cedars of Lebanon 


Lebanon means “white”—-white as the poets 
know and use the word, white as the moon on 
vs snow ... the Old Testament writers knew it— 
as you may read: 

“Every place whereon the soles of your feet shall tread 
shall be yours; from the wilderness and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Euphrates, even unto the uttermost sea shal! 
your coast be.”—Deuteronomy 11:24. 


“From the wilderness, and this Lebanon, unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates, all the land of the Hittites, and 
unto the great sea toward the going down of the sun, shall be 
your coast.”—Joshua 1:4. . 


“They that shall dwell under his shadow shall return; they 
shall revive as the corn, and blossom as the vine; the scent 
thereof shall be ‘as the wine of Lebanon.”—Hosea 14:7. 


“Now, therefore command thou that they hew me cedar 
trees out of Lebanon.”—Kings 5:6. 


“And Lebanon is not sufficient to burn. nor the beasts 

thereof sufficient for a burnt offering.”—lIsaiah 40:16. 

The word Syrian was not current in Old Testament times. and 
not until after the conquests of Alexander the Great. Where the 
word occurs it is an abbreviated form of Assyria, and what is 
meant is a native of Aram.. In the time of David the Syrians 
were attacked by his army. Solomon lost Damaséus. Assyria 
continued for 116 years after she destroyed Israel. In A. D. 64 
it became a Roman province.

of war, blood, death and intrigue. ‘ 


? It still is a battleground. It is not, as It once was. 
And Now! a great trade route. The Suez canal destroyed a 
trade position held for 3,000 years. 

Syria and Lebanon together have about the land area of Ohio 
and Indiana. Within Syria Latakia (known to American pipe 
— for its tobacco), and Jebel Druze form semi-independent 
erritories. ’ 


There is a great complexity of racial strains, with seven dis- 
tinct national minorities and somg 28,000 Europeans, mostly French. 
There is a diversity of religion, with the Moslem faith dominating 
Maronite, Greek Orthodox, Armenians, Melchites and Protestants. 


French mandates granted by the League of Nations have been 
abandoned. But today France and England have clashed and in 
Pegi af De Gaulle has sought to place the entire blame on 

ngland. 


It means a break between England and France. a hardening of 
the English attitude toward: De Gaulle and perhaps a turning by 
France toward Russia. 

The Middle East is of vital importance to both England and 
Russia and is more important to us than we seem to know. Eng: 


‘land has known it all her long life. 


History Syria and Lebanon were provinces of the gigantic 
Turkish empire which fell into ruins after the defeat 
of the “Sick Man of Europe” in 1918. 


During the first World War the French agitated and competed 
in Syria-Lebanon with the British in political pressures. The Eng- 
lish had promised Arab rule and in 1920 set up an Arab king in 
Damascus only to desert him in a deal with the French. The 
mandate officially was granted in 1922. 

This fact of failure to keep a pledge has plagued British diplo- 
macy in the Middle East since that time. 


Revolt followed revolt after 1922 and one French failure fol- 
lowed another. There was murder and war and rapine from 1925 
until 1936. Negotiations began then but had not been settled at 
the outbreak of the war. France thought so much of Syria she 
kept there a large, well-equipped army which desperately was 
needed in France. But she kept it there. 

After the collapse Britain warned Vichy France that Germany 
would not be allowed in Syria by way of collaboration. Most of 
the French army deserted to the Free French in Palestine. The 
Italians and Turks began to look restlessly toward Syria. 

The Free French pledged independence and on June 1, 1944, 
after having arrested and released the presidents of Lebanon and 
Syria, France actually granted complete independence. 

Today Today France is back, with troops, demanding bases. 

England has stepped in. Russia is eyeing the whole 
affair, although it is not in her sphere of influence. The pot of 
power politics, spiced by Syria and Lebanon's hatred of France, 
boils over. ' 

And why? 

The whole of the Middle East, with its new Moslem league, is 
of vital importance. Iran, one of the nations, is a road into India 
for a resurgent Germany or for Russia. Syria is the land bridge 
between the East and the West. On the Mediterranean, it lies 
between Iraq (east), Turkey (north), Palestine (south) and the 
Mediterranean sea on the west. 

The cedars of Lebanon have seen a lot—and will see more.

I am indebted for today’s column to Mr. S. F. 
Pirkle, of Rocky Ford road. He is, he says, just 

, | two years younger than The Constitution and he 
has been one of our constant readers just about as long as he has 
been able to read. 

He brought me a clipping from a newspaper of 1938. It, in turn, 
was a republication of some prophecies for the future made in a St. 
Louis newspaper of 1886. The writer undertook to forecast some 
of the developments he foresaw for the following century. In other 
words, the things he predicts will, he says, come true not later 
than 1986. 

As a matter of fact, quite a few of his predictions are already 
ordinary routine items in our daily life in 1945.

Feb. 19, 1886:

Machines in which man would fly with ease, carrying heavy 
weights and freight. 

Perfection of the “photophone” (radio?) by means of which the 
world’s news would be broadcast by sound and picture. 

General knowledge of world events on the day they occur. 

Reformation rather than penalization of criminals. 

Powerful stations for the distribution of “photophone” news. 


Increase in the span of human life. 
| No one can dispute that the foregoing 
Now for the Future. list of predictions have become reality 
since 1886. There is still 41 years—up to 1986—for some of his other 
prophecies to be proven correct. Here are some of them: 

Roads to be given over to cultivation, having been made un- 
necessary by air transportation. 

Abandonment of post offices with aerial mail delivery at each 
person’s door by parachute. (Editor’s note: How would they collect 
mail?) 

A new United States stretching from Panama to 
prising 94 states. 

Complete abolition of standing armies. 

Congressional sessions only one in each 10 years and the passage 
of no laws which can not be immediately repealed. 

Houses built of paper and equipped with aluminum and glass. 

Easy communication with other planets. 

Education of individuals rather than platoons. - 

Extension of human life to an average span of 80 years; one out 
of every 200 persons to reach 125 years; one out of 1,000 to reach 
150 years and extraordinary cases 200 or more years. : 

Evolution of animals so that dogs may be made to think 

Elimination of vagabondage with everyone contributing to so- 
ciety.

For instances, houses are built of paper in some parts of the 
world—Japan, for instance. I don’t know, but modern development 
of plastics might provide ground for argument of the use of paper 
in some form in construction in our own country.

The trend in education is more and more to the development of 
the individual. We do turn out university classes on the assembly 
line method too much, but we are gradually, if slowly, getting away 
from this. ; 

And what is the objective of our social security laws and our 
tentative imaginings about a universal right to work and universal 
freedom from want, but steps toward elimination of vagabondage:‘ 

I don’t recall that we have, as yet, made legal any large scale 
sterilization of the unfit.

Eisenhower May 
Replace Marshal! 


WASHINGTON — Gen. Eisenhower's future 
part in the war becomes a matter of interesting 
speculation now that active operations in the 

European theater have been brought to a successful close. 

Various reports have had him doing one of three things: 1~ 
That he is to be kept in Europe in command of the occupation forces 
which will remain in Germany. 2—That he will be shifted to the 
Pacific in command of the forces which will make the final assault 
on Japan. 3—That after organizing the occupation forces to be kept 
in Germany he will be ordered back to Washington for service in 
the War Department as the successor to Gen. Marshall, the very able 
Army chief of staff. 


Whether any decision in the matter has been made is yet to 
be revealed. Gen. Eisenhower is scheduled to return to the United 
States for a brief visit later on in the month, and it may be that 
his future plans will be decided at that time. 


As to the suggestion that he be kept in Europe in command of 
the forces of occupation, that does not seem to be entirely [fitting 
in view of his great record. His services can be put to better use 
at some more important post. The details of cleaning up the Ger- 
man mess can be left to some of his able subordinates. 


Everything would seem to point to Gen. Eisenhower being sent 
to the Pacific to wind up the war against the Japs. He has emerged 
as the outstanding military leader of the Allies in the field, and it 
would be logical to continue him in the top command until the 


final stage of the conflict is completed. 

But several factors appear to be working against 
MacArthur him receiving this assignment. If he were sent to 
the Pacific in a position of authority over Gen. MacArthur, for ex- 
ample, his senior in point of service, that would create an unhappy 
situation. Army men doubt that MacArthur would want to con- 
tinue under those circumstances. 


On the other hand, it would be a considerable letdown for Gen. 
Eisenhower to assign him to Pacific operations in a position sub- 
ordinate to Gen. MacArthtrr. Having been the Allied generalissimo 
in North Africa, Sicily, Italy, and later in the invasion of France, 
it would be inappropriate to give him a lesser command. 


So the prospects are that the general will not see service in the 
war against Japan. Many of his teammates, like Gen. Hodges, Gen. 
Bradley and Gen. Patton, are expected to go there in time, but the 


outlook is not the same for Eisenhower. 

. The chances at the moment seem to favor the 
Chief of Staff suggestion that he be brought back to Wash- 
ington to succeed Gen. Marshal! as chief of staff. 

Gen. Marshall himself is said to favor this course. Having 
reached the age of retirement, the chief of staff is said to feel that 
his major work has been done with the defeat of Germany, and 
that he is entitled to step down without remaining at his post for 
the rest of the war. 


Moreover, Gen. Marshall is represented as feeling that Gen. 
Eisenhower is better suited for taking over his arduous duties than 
anyone else in the service. 


It would not be surprising. therefore, to see an announcement in 
time of Gen. Eisenhower replacing Gen. Marshall. with the present 
chief of staff retiring to the home he has already purchased for this 
purpose in South Carolina. 


Another propo$al has been made for Gen. Eisenhower's future 
which is being discussed in some quarters. This is that he be 
brought back after a few months and be made secretary of state 
or secretary of war in recognition of his splendid services. It would 
be an unusual thing to put him into either office, since there is a 
long tradition against putting military men at the head of de- 
partments. 


Nonetheless, it might well be done. He would certainly qualify 
for directing the affairs of the War Department, and from the way 
he handled himself in the many diplomatic affairs with which he 
had to deal as Allied commander in Europe, no one can say tnat 
he is not capable of making an excellent secretary of state 


The head of a great modern army has to be something more 
than a good general. He has to be a diplomat as well. Gen. Eisen- 
hower has proved himself to be both. Whatever may be decided 
as to his future, he is deserving of the best a grateful nation can 
provide for him.

NEW YORK.—President Tru- 
man has proposed unemployment 


pensions of at least $25 a week, 
if not more, for certain classes of 
civilians who may be unable to 
find jobs or unwilling to work, for 
26 weeks per year and, presumably 
for more than one year, during the 
transition period. The language in 
which he expressed this proposal! 
is his first resort to that tricky 
double-talk which was the native 
tongue of the New Deal. Mr. 
Truman is neither illiterate, inar- 
ticulate nor naive, so it must be 
assumed that he deliberately ball- 
ed-up his proposal for a purpose, 


Here is what he said in his 
message to congress: “Every 
eligible worker should be entitled 
to 26 weeks of benefits in any one 
year if his unemployment con- 
tinues that long. The maximum 
payment, at least for the worker 
who has dependents, should be 
raised from the present levels to 
not Jess than $25 a week.” 

At a careless reading that might 
suggest a flat $25 a week for all 
hands for at least two periods of 
one-half year each. That would 
be a total of $1,300 a client. But 
we must try to weigh the word 
“Eligible.” Eligibility is fixed by 
state laws and not many of these 
laws would ordinarily regard as 
eligible for such relief a person 
who refused work at $25 a week. 
However, if a minimum of $25 is 
a mere dole then nobody can be 
expected to work for that pay. 
And most individuals would rath- 
be idle on $°5 than work for 
$35 in which case the actual pay 
for the job would be reckoned at 
only $10 a week.

During President Truman’s first 
days in the White House, some of 
his friends and acquaintances pre- 
dicted that, after a round of state- 
ments and radio speeches designed 
to assure our Allies, our enemies, 
and our own people that the change 
in administration would not mean 
any faltering in our determination 
to defeat decisively both enemies 
and to organize a firm peace, he 
would lapse into relative silence. 

These friends and acquaintances 
apparently believed that the na- 
tion had grown tired of hearing 
from the White House, and that it 
would be smart for Truman to 


.| keep as quiet as the late President 


Coolidge was reputed to be. Up to 
the present, their predictions have 
not come true, Quite to the con- 
trary, statements and messages 
and verbal answers to questions 
are coming out of the White House 


_|at a more rapid rate than during 
the last part of the Roosevelt ad-' 


ministration. 

Some of them have been necessi- 
tated, it is true, by the extraordl- 
nary events which followed Roose- 
velt’s death: the end of the war 
in Europe, the San Francisco Con- 
ference, and. the redeployment 
against Japan. 

But it was not necessary, for ex- 
ample, for President Truman to 
send to congress a review of the 
war, as he did last Friday. It was 
a useful thing to do. It was the 
clearest and most comprehensive 
report on the war that has come 
from the White House, with the 
possible exception of Rosevelt’s an- 
nual message of January, 1945, 
which covered international politi- 
cal as well as military problems. 


It laid the facts on the line in an | 


orderly way. It is being applauded 
in the press as well as on the 
Hill, because it supplied informa- 
tion which the public wanted and 
was entitled to have from the 
highest source. 

At his press conferences, like- 
wise, the President has continued 
to answer questions forthrightly. 
Although he holds only one a 
week, instead of the two which 


Roosevelt held as a rule, the press. 


and the public get more informa- 
tion from them than they did from 
Roosevelt's in his later years. 
They are very much like Roose- 
velt’s earlier press conferences, 
except that Truman is not so dis- 
cursive “as Roosevelt 


to the practice of more giving con- 
cise and direct answers. 

This practice is being followed 
too by his press secretary, Charles 
G. Ross. Stepehen Early, Roose- 
velt’s press secretary, believed just 
as thoroughly in giving the public 
the fullest information possible. 
But he was held back, especially 
in Roosevelt’s later years. The 
Washington correspondents knew 
Early’s problems, and he is leav- 
ing the government with their best

wishes and respect. They have the 
same kind of confidence in Ross, 
and, with the lifting of the brake 
inside the White House, they are 
getting prompt and direct answers 
to most of their questions.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—(INS) 
Sen. Joseph C, O'Mahoney, Demo- 
crat, Wyoming, announces that he 
had asked the State Department 
and the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce to _§investi- 
gate the international newsprint 
situation. 

O’Mahoney, in a letter to news- 
paper publishers in Wyoming and 
the west, revealed that he had 
been advised by Chairman J. A. 
Krug, of the War Production 
Board, that the WPB . does not 
contemplate the lifting of controls 
on newsprint. 

“Forest products of all kind, in- 
cluding pulp for paper, are still 
in very short supply, Mr. Krug 
tells me, and there will be no dis- 
position to change the controls 
until the situation clears mate- 
rially,” O’Mahoney declared | 

The senator said that the Ca- | 
nadian government, in co-opera- 
tion with Canada’s pulp mills, 
“allocates business among the Ca- 
nadian mills. 

“The arrangement may  prop- 
erly be called a government car- 
tel, the object of which is to en- 
able the producers to control the 
prices to be paid by consumers,”

Blasts Kill 
15 Gls and 


Germans 


BREMEN, Germany, June 4.— 
(P)—At least 15 Americans and 
Germans were killed and 80 oth- 
ers injured when two mysterious 
explosions, possibly caused by de- 
layed action bombs, wrecked the 
U. S. military government police 
headquarters in Bremen today. 


The four-story building in 
downtown Bremen was a former 
headquarters for Nazi SS detach- 
ments. 

Three Americans were dead 
and two others were missing. An 
unestimated number of Germans 
were believed buried under de- 
bris, and international rescue 
squads tonight were removing the 
wreckage by hand in a search for 
the missing.

Germans had been recovered, 
while four Americans and 18 
Germans were hospitalized with 
serious injuries. At least 10 
other Americans and 46 Germans 
were slightly hurt.

Nakajima was quoted in the ra- 
diced Domei News Agency dis- 
patch as declaring that: “Thus far 
these attacks have been on an ex- 
perimental scale” and predicting 
that “when actual results of the 
experiment have been obtained 
large-scale attacks with death de- 
fying airmen manning the bal- 
loons will be launched.” 


UNIQUE INVENTION 


The dispatch further quoted 
Nakajima as boasting that the bal- 
loon bomb was a “unique” Japa- 
nese invention and “can attack 
the enemy mainland directly from 
Japan—something the enemy can- 
not boast of.” 

He declared the balloons — 
blown across the Pacific by 
Stratosphere air currents—were 
first launched March, 10 and that 
hundreds had been released every 
day since. 

Tokyo radio told about Tokyo 
returning to “full normalcy” with 
people living in underground huts 
and quoted the newspaper Yo- 
miuri Hochi: 

“With tons of scrap iron, cop- 
per and other metallic materials 
scattered about, war-stricken To- 
kyo has become the world’s larg- 
est mine.” The metal was being 
assembled, the account said, and 
melted for new use in “simple 
blasting furnaces at scattered 
places.”

In Nation's 
Labor Tie-Ups 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Labor disputes in widely scat- 
tered sections of the country kept 
an estimated 17,000 workers from 
their jobs Monday, but successful 
arbitration resulted in the return 
to work of 8,000 other employes, 
includin.; about 4,000 steel and rub- 
ber workers in Ohio. 

‘The biggest tie-up on the labor 
front was at New Orleans, where 
between 7,000 and 8,000 workers 
were idle at thfee plants of Hig- 
gins Industries, inc., makers of 
landing boats and other war craft. 
The workers, members of craft 
unions affiliated with the New Or- 
leans Metal Trades Council (AFL), 
were said by a union spokesman 
tu be protesting a War Labor 
Board decision which terminated 
a contract between the company 
and the council, 

At Birmingham, Ala., 5,000 steel 
workers, members of the United 
Steel Workers of America (CIO), 
were idle as the result of a walk- 
out by blast furnace men. One of 
their union leaders said the stop- 
page was unauthorized and involv- 
ed a demand for an incentive pay 
rate plan. 

Transit strikes at Salem, Mass., 
and Scranton, Pa., called out 550 
bus drivers. About 150 struck at 
Salem, apparently in protest to a 
postponement of a general strike 
of 1,800 transit employes who are 
members of the AFL Carmen’s 
Union. 

Four hundred. striking Scranton 
transit employes (AFL) have been 
out for two weeks because they 
are without a contract. The War 
Labor Board has ordered them 
back to work, saying no action 
would be taken in their case un- 
til work was resumed, 

Ohio’s labor front became more 
stable when three stoppages affect- 
ing nearly 4,000 workers ended at 
Akron and Youngstown. About 
2,000 men, members of the United 
Steel Workers of America (CIO) 
were working again at the Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube Company’s 
Brier Hill plant pending settle- 
ment of a discussion over a new 
working schedule.
